The subject-matter claimed in claims 1-41 falls under the provisions of 
Articiri7(3(a)0) and Rule 39.1(iii) PCT, such subject-matter relating 

ClaipTSz^S^JelateS^coroSplace technological features for perfonning 
the Ssiness method of the method claims. Although these claims do not 
literally belong to the method category, they esswtially d^^ _ 
protection for the same connercial effect as the method claims. With 
reference to the Guidelines. B-VIII. points 1-6. the International 
Arching Authortty considers that searching such coranercial features 
would serve no useful purpose. This applies to the remaining coimionplace 
technological features of these claims as well. 

The applicant's attention is drawn to the fact that claims relatir« to 
inventions in respect of which no international search report has been 
established need not be the subjert of an international preliminary 
examination (Rule 66.1 e) PCT). The applicant is advised that the EPO 
policy when acting as an International Preliminary Examimng Authority is 
nonaally not to carry out a preliminary examination on natter which has 
notbeeh searched.
